That  the  sealers  whose  efforts  dur- 
ing the  past  three  decades  brought 
about  thr  situation  under  which  Catiada, 
while  having  no  territorial  interest  in 
the  seal  hord.s  of  the  Prlbyloffs,  was 
placed  in  a  position  to  secure  such  a 
share  in  the  proceeds  of  the  rookeries 
that  the  Dominion  will  receive  thereby 
upwards  of  $5,000,000,  are  entitled  to 
compensation,  Is  generally  conceded. 
The  Japanese  Government,  as  stated, 
has  already  distributed  over  $«25.000  in 
payment  of  compensation  to  Its  citiaens, 
and  some  former  Victorians  who  have 
been  engaged  In  the  industry  from 
Japanese  ports  during  the  past  few 
years  shared  in  the  compensation 
awarded  the  sealers  by  the  Government 
of   Japan.

many.

Ox'TAWA.  May  19. — The  greater  part 
of  the  afternoon  and  evening  sittings  of

on  Hon.  Robert  Rogers.  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  by  Mr.  Chlsholm  (Antl- 
gonlsh).  The  crux  of  the  Nova  Scotia 
member's  complaint  was  that  when  a 
Provincial  bye-electlon  was  In  progress 
in  January  la^t.  Senator  Glrrolr  caused 
to  be  published  In  The  Casket,  a  church 
paper,  as  an  advertisement,  a  list  of 
works  which  the  Government  proposed 
to  carry  on  In  the  .•"onstltuency,  the 
same  bavins;  been  supplied  ftoin  (ittawa. 
Mr.  Chlsholm  said  It  was  contrary  to 
all  practice  to  announce  Items  In  the 
estimates  before  they  were  brought 
down  In  the  House,  and  that  m  this 
rase,  the  list  printed  had  not  even  been 
before  the  Government  for  consideration, 
but  were  merely  Items  suggested  by  the 
department. 

Hon.  Robert  Roiters.  In  rcplxing.  said 
that  the  list  had  been  supplied  to 
Senator  Glrrolr  by  his  private  secretary, 
Mr,  George  Buskart,  when  he  himself 
was  absent  from  the  capital  In  Winni- 
peg. The  statement  as  It  appeared  In 
The  Casket  had  been  changed  because  It 
was  made  to  appear  that  the  Items  were 
actually  placed  In  the  estimates,  where- 
as the  communication  to  ftenetor  Glrrolr 
only  nientioned  them  as  having  been 
put  down  for  consideration. 

The  dsbate  was  continued  by  Mr. 
Meokensle.  of  Cape-  Breton,  Mr,  Foster. 
King's,  and  Mr.  Sinclair,  Ouysboro,  but 
intlnued  on  Pagt  1«.  Col.  I 
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Befitting  the  occasion  when  the  Union 
Steamship  Compahy's  niagnific'ent  ves- 
sel, Niagara,  docks  here  May  27,  Vic- 
toria wfIT  extend  to,  the  vessel  owners 
thereof,  and  the  600  passengers  on  board, 
a  right  royal  welcome.  The  arrival  of 
the  steamship  will  prove  a  red  letter 
day  in  the  annals  of  the  city,  arid  as 
significant  of  Victoria's  growings;  im- 
portance as  a  port  and  as  an  earnest  of 
the  future  growth  of  the  transpacific 
steamship  business  the  City  Council  last 
night  unanimously  determined  *hat  the 
occasion  should  not  be  allowed  to  pass 
without  some  expression  of  gratifica- 
tion.

Though  the  meeting  was  timed  for 
8  o'cloclt.  the  torchlight  procession  and 
crowds  which  lined  the  streets  from  the 
Queen's  Hotel  to  the  Arena  prevented 
the  Premier  and  his  colleagues  from 
arriving  until  half  an  hour  later.  The 
Premier's  entrance  brought  forth  a  roar 
of  cheers  and  the  fluttering  of  myriads 
of    miniature    Union    Jacks. 

Kotable   Welcome 

Sir  Jame^  Whitney,  the  first  speaker, 
paid  the  Premier  a  notable  tribute,  and 
when  Mr.  Borden  arose  he  was  the 
recipient  of  a  welcome  such  as  in  sel- 
dom  accorded    to   a   public    man. 

The  presence  of  a  large  force  of 
Liberals  was  witnessed  as  Sir  James 
Whitney  mentioned  the  name  of  Sir 
N^'ilfrid  Laurler.  Cheers  broke  out  in 
one  part  of  the  Arena,  which  were 
countered    by    cheers    for    Mr.    Borden. 

The  speeches  were  short,  and  the 
party  was  able  to  leave  for  the  capital 
tonight. 

Both  Hon.  Mr.  Borden  and  Hon.  Mr. 
Pelletler  received  a  splendid  welcome. 
Among  the  members  of  Parliament 
present  were  Sir  Edmund  Osier,  W.  .S 
Mlddlebro,  J.  Robldoux,  CoL  John 
Currie,  W.^  H.  Stevenson,  J.  S.  Fisher, 
Captain  Tom  Wallace,  Arthur  Meighen 
and  the  following  Cabinet  members: 
Hens.  Frank  Cochrane,  A.  B.  Kemp, 
T.   W.    Crothers    and    Dr.    Reld. 

After  a  few  words  of  appreciation  of 
the  magnificent  reception.  Mr.  Borden 
jumped  immediately  to  the  subject  of 
his  address,  remarking  that,  as  he 
must  return  to  Ottawa  tonight,  he  had 
no    time    to    waste. 

Conservative  Attitude 

The  Prime  Minister  opened  with  the 
statement  that  all  the  privileges  en- 
joyed by  Canada  today  were  entirely 
due  to  the  fact  that  for  th^  past  cen- 
tury and  a  half  Great  Britain  had  been 
predominent  on  the  high  seas,  and  that 
the  cond/ition  of  the  whole  Empire  was 
the  same  today,  and  would  continue  to 
be  the  same  for  the  future  which  it 
was  a  century  and  a  half  ago.  Inas- 
much as  her  very  existence  depended 
entirely   on    naval    supremacy. 

Tracing  the  history  of  the  Conserve^ 
tlve  party's  attitude  toward  the  partici- 
pation of  Canada  In  naval  defence,  the 
Prime    MlnlsWr    said: 

"In  1910  I  moved  In  the  House  of 
Commons  a  resolutioti  that  Canada 
should  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ad- 
miralyt  two  battleships,  or  two  armored 
cruisers  of  the  most  powerful  typ«.  In 
November  of  the  same  year  I  declared 
that  If  returned  to  power  I  would  seek 
directly  from  the  British  Government, 
and  especially  from  the  Admiralty, 
definite  information  as  to  the  needs  of 
the  Empire  in  naval  defence,  and  that 
If  satlsfHed  of  the  need  we  would  ap- 
peal to  Parliament  and  if  necessary  to 
the  people  for  Immediate  and  effective 
aid.  In  the  campaign  of  1911  1  mads 
the  same  declaration  In  my  opening 
speech  in  this  Province.  No  govern- 
m.ent  ever  haA  a  more  specific  and 
direct  mandate  for  any  purpose  than 
that  of  the  present  admlndstratlOn  to 
perform   this  manifest  duty. 

What    Admiralty    Advised 

"We  went  to  London,  we  conferred 
with  the  British  Government,  we  con- 
sulted the  Admiralty,  we  received  in- 
formation of  an  exceedingly  grave 
character,  which  In  part  has  been  made 
public  In  the  memorandum  of  the  Ad- 
miralty. 

"We  asked  from  the  Admiralty  a 
plain,  unvarnished  statement  as  to  the 
actual  conditions  and  to  the  needs.  In 
the  unpublished  memorandum  they  ex- 
posed to  the  people  of  Canada  the 
Continued   on  .Page    IB.

One-Time  Ui^hty   Fleet 

Thp  .spallnfc  Industry  at  one  tlntft  had 
a  fleet  of  fifty-five  ve.ssels.  but,  owlnp 
to  the  rpptrictions  the  fleet  dwindlfrt. 
Many  year.-^  ako  the  A' I  c  tori  ft  Healing 
Company  wan  formed,  being,  In  effect, 
S  combination  by  the  owner**  of  the 
various  ^'eFi«elp  engaged  la  the  country. 
Spvcral  owners  remained  oul.'^Ulc  tho 
comiiany  and  operatPd  their  vpmspIs  in- 
dependently. In  the  la.'it  year  of  tlie  in- 
dustry, In  view  of  the  lonn-expected 
settlement  which  might  come  at.  any 
time,  the  Victoria  Sealing  Company  did. 
not  send  out  any  of  its  vessels,  but 
Ave  Independent  vessels  Were  outfitted 
and  sent  out.  one  of  them — the  LTmbrina 
— being  sunk  by  the  United  Stales  col- 
lipf  Saturn  during  n  fni;  nff  the  coast 
off   t:allforiila. 

With  the  oessatlon  of  sealing  at  pea 
the  Iterds  on  th''  Pribyloff  Inlands  have 
begun  to  increaffe  immensely.  In  the 
first  year  of  the  stoppage  ,of  hunting  at 
sea  over  KS.OOO  seals  were  added  to 
those  on  the  hauling  grounds  of  the 
Prlbyloff  Tsland  rookerlef.  Prior  to 
the  withdrawal  of  the  pelagic  sealers 
the  herds  were  rapidly  dwindling,  nud 
the  price  of  pelts  has  steadily  advanced 
until  they  J10W  renlijie  $40  and  upwards 
at  the  anual  sales  held  by  C.  M  I^nrnp- 
Bon  iSr  Sons,  of  l^ondon.

Pribj^foffa,  are  vu0ll^itf.  and  ffWfla^ 
they  leave  the  islands"  and  swim  sohth 
for  mariy  thousands  of  miles,  close  to 
the  equator  they  gp,  and :  return  north 
in  the  track  of  the  sea  food.

Kor  many  decades  the  schooners  have 
been  sent  yearly  in  December  and  .Janu- 
ary from  Victoria  to  the  southern  rnast 
to  follow  the  seal  herds  north.  When 
April  ends,  these  vessels  had,  perforce, 
to  stop  huntlns  and  returned  to  port 
to  lie  idle  until  they  were  ready  to  out- 
fit for  the  Bering  Sea  cruise  on  which 
they  started  away  in  .July.  The  owners 
ha'd  to  malntsln  their  crews  the  year 
round,  but,  unlike  the  .lapHnese,  thfy 
could  not  continue  work  tlirou^hoiit  the 
season.  ,  The  legi.slatlve  enactments  of 
189S,  when  the  Paris  award  went  Into 
effect,  and  the  final  stoppage  of  the 
Industry  following  the  making  of  the 
foul -power  treaty  have,  however,  now 
forced  the  sealer  entirply  from  the  F.ea, 
and  the  sealers  naturally  look  for  com- 
pensation.

Ho 
cited  the  present  overhead  charges  in 
the  city  engineering  department  as  suf- 
ficient to  carry  out  a  work  five  times, 
a.s  great  as  that  contemplated  and  if, 
with  that  staff,  the  city  could  get  re- 
sults from  day  labor  then  it  was  time, 
to  wipe  out  the  whole  engineering  de- 
partment. Day  labor  would  permit  the 
city  doing  the  work  on  its  own  specif!-, 
cations,  in  Its  own  way  and  give  em-. 
Plovment  to  the  best  class  of  citizen 
labor.  He  dubbed  the  city  engineer's 
suggestion  that  this  year's  work  has 
cost  more  than  last  year's  because  mar- 
ried men  had  to  be  employed  as  "all 
poppycock." 

Alderman  Porter  bclieve<j  the  engln-

There   may   be  objections   to  prohibiting 
office-holders  to  exercise   the  franchise, 
but  there  can  be  none  In  Insisting  that 
they    shall    not    take   an   active    part   In 
political   campaigns.     It  Is  the   duty  of 
a  public  servant  to  be  loyal  to  the  min- 
istry of  the  day  in  his  official  capacity, 
and   no    matter    how    governments    may 
change,    his    duty    In    this    respect   does 
not   a4ter.      If   he   falls   intentionally.    If 
he   uses   the   influence   inseparably    con- 
nected with   his  official  poaitlou;  to  af- 
fect   the    result      of      an      election,    rhe 
should  be  dismissed,  no  matter  whether 
he    works    for    or    against    the    govern- 
ment.    Partisanship  should  be  absolute- 
ly  divorced    from   the   permanent  public 
service,  and   if  any  one  offends  against 
this    principle,    he      should      understand 
that    he    takes    his    official    life    In      his 
hands  and   that  neither  he  nor  any  one 
else    has    a    right    to    complain    of    what 
may  happen  In  consequence.

The  Indian  Lands  Commission,  which 
h^  its  first  session  yesterday,  is  one 
of  the  most  Important  bodies  that  has 
ever  been  appointed  in  British  Colum- 
blfc  to  deal  with  a  specific  subject. 
There  sliould  be  no  mistake  a.s  to  the 
purpose  of  the  Commission.  It  Is  not 
tu  consider  the  so-called  Indian  claim, 
v'hich  hr.s  been  advanced  by  certain 
self-styled  friends  of  the  Indians. 
Neither  tlie  Provincial  nnr  the  Dominion 
Government  woujd  for  a  moment  enter- 
tain the  suggestion  that  the  Indians 
have  a  title  to  ail  lands  in  this  Prov- 
ince whicli  they  have  not  expre8-«?ly  sur- 
rendered to  the  Crown  by  treaty  or 
otherwise.  There  is  no  difference  what- 
ever In  the  altitude  of  Conservative  or 
Liberal  administration  on  this  subject, 
although  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  did  at 
one  time  make  a  public  statement  open 
the  interpretation  that  he  was  wlll- 
if  Sir  Richard  McBrlde  was.  to 
l.pvc  the  question-  settled  by  the  courts. 
Hh  Richard  has,  however,  always  stood 
n:m,  and  he  has  gone  further  and  In- 
Bisled    that    the    time    has    arrived    when 

there    should    bo    a    readju.Htmenl    of    the 

reserves    in    accordance     with    the      pro- 
vision    of     the     law     under     which     they 

were    set    apart.

Rithet  appeared  to  have  been  motoring 
home  with  a  party  of  friends 'when  a 
Chinaman  was  struck  and  died,  of  his 
Injuries.  The  occurrence  took  place  on 
Fisguard  Street.  r..ooklng  into  the 
Crown's  evidence,  which  was  but  one 
side,  It  was  for  the  Jury  to  decide 
whether  the  chav)?e  had  a  prima  faeie 
foundation.  It  was  for  the  Jurors  to  ar- 
rive at  a  conclusion  as  to  whether  the 
unfortunate '-event  was  an  Instance  of 
ml.iarlventure  or  whether  the  man  had 
run  Into  thf>  car.  Many  elrcumstances 
had  to  be  weighed,  rerhaps,  owing  to 
the  hour,  a  man  woulrt  not  be  looking 
for  traffic.  There  were  the  tiuestion.t 
also  of  whom  the  Chinaman  was, 
whither  he  was  bound,  and  at  what 
t|  te  the  car  was  running. 

Pandlng  on,  Hi.s  Lordship  referred  to 
the  charged  of  wounding  with  Intent  to 
murder  against  a  young  man  named 
Telfer.  He  observed  that  there  were 
iwo  counts  to.  the  Indictment.  It  was 
the  Jury's  responsibility  to  decide, •  after 
ronaldering  the  evidence,  whether  a  true 
hill  should  he  found  for  wounding  with 
intent   or   simply   wounding.  ^ 

A  few  words  were  addressed  to  the 
members  of  the  Grand  .Jury,  In  conclu- 
.•^lon,  as  to  their  duty.  Tliey  were  not 
trying  the  cases  before  them.  It  was  ex- 
plained, but  merely  judging  as  to  whe- 
ther the  Crown's  evidence  In  each  in- 
stance warranted  those  accused  to  be 
placed   upon   their,  trial. 

Indian  Acquitted 

In  the  ohargp  against  ^^■illie  Rill,  cvi- 
dence  was  heard  from  the  laiiy  concern- 
ed and  two  girls,  all  reHldents  of  .Sidney. 
The  pti^ncipal  point  of  difference  be- 
tween the  prosecution  and  the  defence 
was  the  question  of  Identify.  Messrs. 
Tait  and  Hrandon  undertook  to  prove 
an  nlibl.  The  former.  In  addressing  tlie 
Jury,  advarr-nd  the  claim  that  It  was 
proved  that  the  accused  was  at  Ms  home 
when  the  offence  was  ronimllted.  His 
bnrdship,  In  summing  up,  emphasized 
the  nece.isity  that  the  jury  should  be 
absolutely  assured,  beyond  rensouBble 
doubt,  that  the  prisoner  a*  the  bar  was 
the  mon  respoiwihle  for  that  whioti  was 
rharged.  If  tlrcre  was  any  doubt  what- 
f,f.»ver,  it  wft.'i  his  riglit  to  got  the  tiene- 
ni  of  the  doubt.

Mrs,  Sarah  McDowall,  One  of 
Most  Esteemed  of  Residents 
Who  Came  Here  in  1864, 
Passes  Away, 


Yesterday  morning  there  pas.«)ed  away 
at  her  home  on  Blanchard  Street,  Mrs. 
Sarah  McDowall,  one  of  the  most  es- 
teemed and  beloved  of  the  pioneers  of 
Victoria,  Mrs.  McT>owall  came  to  this 
city  with  her  huHhanu  In  1,864.  She 
J  was  a  native  of  Cork,  Ireland,  and  re- 
tained to  the  la.1t  the  love  of  her  nnlivn 
land.  Three  years  ago,  with  her  daugh- 
ters, she  visited  her  old  home  and  went 
to  the  convent  she  attended  as  a  girl 
and  the  house  to  which  she  came  as 
a  bride,  A  touching  incident  was  the 
meeting  with  the  venerable  nun  who 
liad  been  her  teacher  and  who  still  re- 
membered   her    pupil    of    long    ago. 

Mrs.  McDowall  was  a  devoted  wife. 
It  is  thirteen  years  since  her  husband 
passed  away. 'tlie  year  after  the  affec- 
tionate couple  had  celebrated  their 
golden    wedding. 

Although  Mrc.  McDowall  loved  her 
own  family  with  the-  strong,  impulsive 
love  of  an  Irishwoman,  she  had  room 
In  her  heart  for  the  stranger  and  those 
In  trouble  of  whatever  creed  and  race, 
and  tliere  are  many  Victorians  who  will 
long  remember  her  motherly  kindness. 

With  the  passing  away  of  Mrs.  Mc- 
Dowall another  vacant  place  is  made  in 
the  little  group  who  remain  of  the  wor- 
shippers in  the  first  Roman  Catholic 
church  in  Victoria,  Ever  since,  she  has 
'remained  a  devoted  Catholic  and  her 
sincere  faith  and  earnest  piety  have 
had  an  influence  on  all  who  knew  her. 
Mrs.  McDowall  is  survived  by  three 
aons,  Thomas,  George  and  Harry,  and 
two  daughters.  Mary  and  Sarah,  all  of 
whom  live  at  the  home  and  were  with 
lier  at   the   last. 

Another  son,  Mr.  W.  J.  McDow- 
all, was  formerly  night  editor  of  The 
Colonist.  He  died  more  than  twenty 
years  ago,  but  Is  still  remembered  af- 
fectionately  by   his   fellow   workers.
